Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—Bishop Keane, 
rector of the Catholic University of America, 
ruakes the following statement concerning 
his withdrawal from the head of that in- 
stitution: 

“Since my withdrawal from the rector- 
ship of the Catholic University of America 
will probably be regarded by a considerable 
portion of the American public as a matter 
of some interest to them, and since unau- 
thorized statements are apt to be mislead- 
ing, I deem it my duty to state briefly and 
clearly ‘the facts of the case.

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_ ADDRESSES IN FIVE LANGUAGES. MAKE A PALACE OF AN ARSENAL, 


Cherbourg, Oct. 4.—All is now in readiness 
for the arrival of the Czartomorrow. The — 
French Northern squadron, which is gath- 

ered to honor the Russian guests of France, 
comprises twenty-one vessels, and includes 

the Charies Martel,- first-class hip: 5s 
the Hocho, battleship, with Vice-Admiral | 
Regnauet de Premesnil; the Jean Bart, the ¥ 
Descartes, Jemmapes, and sixteen cruisers 
and torpedo boats. This flotilla leaves Cher- 
bourg a little before 10 tomorrow and will 
meet the Pole Star, having on board the Czar 
and Czarina, conveyed by the Standard and 
English men-of-war, at the edge of French 
waters, just at thé extreme of the three-mile 
limit. 

The man-of-war Dupuy de Lome will con 
vey M. Faure, the President of the republic, 
to the meeting point of the Czar’s yacht and 
the French equadron. President Faure, 
after the salutes are fired, will then return 
to Cherbourg and await the arrival of the 
Czar at the landing stage. 

On approaching the English fleet. the 
French fleet will fire an imperial salute, fol- 
lowed by a salute to the English vesscls, 
which will be returned by them. The Czar’s 
yacht, after saluting the British fronclads, 
will steam ahead into the center of the 
French fleet, and in this order the vessels, 
will proceed here, the Pole being ex- 
pected to be in company with the French 
vessels for about an hour and to arrive in 
Cherbourg harbor about noon. 

Reception at the Landing. 

For the purpose of the reception when the 
Czar puts foot in France the great naval 
magazine of the Cherbourg arsenal, which 
is situated opposite Cherbourg’s landing 
stage, will be utilized. 

From the landing stage to the hall of the 
magazine a covered way richly decorated 
with silk hangings, shields, bannerets, and 
flowers has been erected. The landing stage 
is also beautifully draped and every prepara-~- 
tion made to police the harbor and protect 
the landing stage, covered way, 
and its approaches with walis of 
soldiers and gendarmes, while everywhere, 
like flies on sugar, will swarm French and 
Russian secret agents.

*** Venerable brother, health and apostol- 
ic benediction. It is customary that they 
who are appointed to preside over Catholic 
universities. should not hold the office in 
perpetuity. This custom has grown up 
through wise reason and the Roman -Pon- 
tiffs have ever been careful that it should 
be adhered to. Since, therefore, venerable 
brother, you have now presided for several 
years over the university at Washington, 
in the first establishment and subsequent 
development of which you have shown laud- 
able zeal and diligence, it has seemed best 
that the above-mentioned custom should 
not be departed from, and that another, 
whose name is to be proposed to us by the 
Bishops, should be appointed to succeed 
you in this honorable position. In order, 
however, that in your resigning this office 
due regard may be had to your person and 
dignity we have determined to elevate you 
to the rank of Archbishop. Being solicitous 
for your future welfare we leave it to your 
own free choice either to remain in your 
own country, or, if you prefer it, to come 
to Rome. If you choose the former we will 
designate for you some archiepiscopal see, 
by vote of the Bishops of the United States. 
If you prefer the latter we shall welcome 
you most lovingly and will place youamong 
the consultors of the congregation of stud- 
ies and the congregation of the propaganda, 
in both of which you could do much for 
the interests of religion in the United States, 
In this latter case we would also assign 
you a suitable revenue for your honorable 
maintenance,

Bishop Keane replied in the same kindly 
spirit, tendering his resignation at once and 
declining all official positions, expressing 
the desire for a period of rest. He goes to 
the Pacific coast to recuperate his energies. 

The current belief among some of the 
prominent Catholics of Washington is that 
one of the reasons for Bishop Keane’s resig- 
nation may be found in his codperation with 
Archbishop Ireland in fostering the liberal 
spirit, as against the old régime. These 
same persons say that the German Catholics 
of the country are antagonizing the Arch- 
bishop and everybody having anything to 
do with him for his attitude on the parochial 
school question. It is asserted that Mgr. 
O’Connell, formerly the rector of the Amer!i- 
can College at Rome, lost his position be- 
cause of his friendship for Archbishop Ire- 
land. Bishop Keane is a warm supporter of 
Archbishop Ireland and his official acts, and 
the latter supported Bishop Keane in all 
he did. 

The officials at the Catholic legation here 
and Cardinal Satolli decline to make any 
statement in regard to the resignation and 
declare that the news was a matter of utter 
surprise to them. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 4.—In an interview 
tonight regarding the resignation of Bishop 
Keane Archbishop Ireland said the telegram 
was misleading. The present constitution 
of the Washington University, he said, specl- 
fies no limit of time for the holding of the 
office of rector. This defect will be reme- 
died at the next meeting of the directors, 
Oct. 21. At the same meeting Bishop Keane 
will be, beyond all doubt, chosen to be his 

n sucessor and the election will be also 
beyond all doubt ratified by the Roman au- 


thorities.

While scorching on a tandem in Lincoln 
Park last evening Theodore and Seyel Kont- 
zarin, brothers, who live on the North Side, 
ran into Mrs. Martha Marshall, No. 1673 
North Halsted street. Mrs. Marshall was 
knocked down, and her left leg fractured. 
The Kontzarin brothers were arrested, and 
taken to the Larrabee Street Police Station, 
charged with criminal carelessness and

All these were beating their way except 
the engineer, fireman, and Mrs. Maxwell.. 

Besides these there lies dead at the under. 
taker’s in this city, William Beckler, who 
was a passenger in one of the day coaches, 
und who shot himself an hour after the 
wreck. The passengers in the day coaches 
were taken into a Pullman after the accident. 
Soon Beckler began to say he was badly hurt, 
but examination failed to show any hurt. 
He then handed his purse to one of the pas- 
sengers, telling him to send it to 8. S. Rogers 
of some town in California, the name of 
which the pasgenger could not catch. The 
man then lay down in the car. It was 
noticed he had a small single barreled 22- 
caliber pistol in his hand. He placed it to 
his right temple and fired; killing himself 
instantly. In his hat was a paper bearing 
the name of William Beckler, Sioux Falls. 

Explosion of the Boiler. 


The reporter for Tum TRIBUNE went to the 
Scene of the disaster early in the morning. 
The mail and express cars were telescoped 
and lying over on their sides by the track, 
while near them and on the track were the 
baggage car and a passenger car badly 
wrecked and another passenger car only 
slightly injured. Underneath the hindmost 
of these passenger cars was evidence of a 
terrific explosion. Heré the boiler of the 
engine had exploded. The engine had been 
blown into the air and had come down head 
first 200 feet farther on. 

At this point there was a hole, five feet 
deep and eight or ten feet across, where the 
nose of the engine dived through rails and 
ties, breaking the heavy steel rails as 
though they had been splinters. Then the 
engine must have turned a somerset, for 
it righted itself, and was found about a 
hundred feet further on, where it had struck 
a building used for a coal chute and knocked 
a corner out of it. The building had-been 
struck near the top, showing that the engine 
had turned after it first struck the ground. 
There was some talk that the accident had 
been caused by dynamite, but the boiler of 
the engine showed that it had exploded.

While 100 guests were seated around the 
‘ables partaking of the dinner, five men 
entered. the hall and demanded drinks, 
}l‘rederick Loewe, brother of the groom, told 
them that the affair was private and no 
strangers could get drinks. 

One of the intruders thereupon drew a 
knife and used it with effect upon Frederick 
Loewe, cutting him in the left arm and also 
in the breast. The feasters then rushed at 
the men and the fight became general. 

The cries for help brought three policemen 
ahd two night watchmen and the five men 
fied. A chase was given and one man was 
caught. “He gave his name as Constantine 
Kuntz.

Both are Bohemian laborers, and 
on several occasions have tried to settle 
their trouble by blows. 

Yesterday afternoon Ertl called on a man 
named Krempfel, at. No. 166 Clybourn ave- 
nue. Moy soon appeared, and for a time 
the men apparently forgot their hatred of 
each other. But as they began to feel the 
effects of the Nquor they drank their feud 
was renewed. } 

High words were quickly followed by 
threats, that soon gave place to blows. 
Krempfel separated his two guests, and 


Btold them if they wanted to fight to go out 


in the alley behind the house. His sug- 
gestion was promptly acted on. 

Both men drew large jackknives and 
backed off preparatory to attacking each 
other. A dozen times they closed.in fight 
till both were exhausted. In the mélée Ertl 
was stabbed in the neck, the blade narrowly 
missing the jugular vein. That ended the

When the police arrived they found both 
men lying in the alley, surrounded by a

Seven-Year-Old Agatha Schmeltz, a 
Native of Chicago, Can Only Ut- 
ter the Slang Word “ Nit.” 


Allegheny, Pa., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—Alle- 
gheny has a 77-year-old girl whose entire 
vocabulary consists of the word “ Nit.’’ She 
is Agatha’ Schmeltz, daughter of Mrs. Ame- 
lia Schmeltz. Seeing her playing with other 
children in the street or in the house, noone 
would imagine that she was incapable of 
uttering more than one word, and that one 
a bit of slang, yet some of the most eminent 
specialists in the country are agreed she will 
never be able to speak any other word in- 
telligently. 

The child was born in Chicago, and is the 
second of a bright trio of girls in the family. 
Although apparently healthy, she was al- 
most as slow in learning to walk as she has 
been in acquiring the power of speech. She 
was 4 years old before she could stand alone, 
and it was not until three weeks ago that 
she spoke a- word which could be under- 
stood.

She 
acknowledged, however, that two young 
women escaped on Saturday night. 

“They sneaked out of the house while on 
their way to chapel service about 7 o’clock,”’ 
said the Mother Superior. ‘“‘ We did not 
know they were gone for nearly an hour. I 
refuse to give the names of the young women. 
One of them lives in Chicago and the home of 
the other is in a Western city. Both have 
good families. 

** Both were placed in the care of tte House 
of the Good Shepherd by their parents, and 
the latter have been notified of their escape. 
We do not desire to have the names of re- 
spectable people given publicity.’’ 

It was reported that the names of the young 
women are Alice Ryan and Ellen McCabe. 

When asked to confirm these names last 
night the Mother Superior refused to do so, 
saying: ° 

‘We have nothing to say about informa- 
tion obtained on the outside. We positively 
refuse to give the names.”’ 


DESTRUCTIVE FOREST FIRES RAGING. 


Lumber Camp Near Marquette De- 
stroyed and Villages Threatened— 
Forests Near Pasadena Burn. 


Marquette, Mich., Oct. 4.—[Special.]}—De- 
structive forest fires are burning two miles 
south of this city along the line of the Mar- 
quette and Western railway. The railway 
telegraph lines are down, and the lines of the 
Postal Telegraph company are ir danger. 
A lumbering camp, operated by Rice & Be- 
gole, is reported burned, and the skidways 
are on fire. During the afternoon a brisk 
south wind was blowing, and there was some 
anxiety lest the fires might be driven upon 
the city, but a change of wind to westerly 
averted the danger. 

Nestoria Junction, on the line of the Du- 
luth, South Shore and Atlantic railway, 
seventy miles west of Marquette, is in serious 
danger. The junction is but a small hamlet 
of half a dozen cottages, but is the location 
of much valuable railroad property. 

Forest fires are also raging in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of Humboldt, a mining village of 
200 population thirty miles west of this city. 

Pasadena, Cal., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—Forest 
fires are raging‘on the mountains, and only 
strong efforts prevented the fire from cross- 
ing Dark Cafion and sweeping the whole 
front range, on which the Echo Mountain 
Hotel and Mount Lowe railway are located. 

Yesterday the flames could be plainly seen 
licking up the trees on the top of Brown's 
Peak, celebrated as claimed by Jason and 
Owen Brown, sons of old John Brown, the 
abolitionist. The giant pines and stately 
hemlocks are replaced by a scorched and 
blackened waste devoid of so much as a 
green blade of grass. 

Those who were fighting the fire report a 
solid sheet of flame forty-five feet high rush- 
ing and roaring down the cafions, and it was 
only when it reached the low brush that 
they were able to cope with it at all. Then, 
by back-firing, they managed to check it.

SOUND MONEY MAY WIN IN FLORIDA. 


Combination of Gold Standard Forces 
Expected to Bring Victory. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Oct. 4.—[{Special.]—The 
campaign in Florida has closed and on Tues- 
day the people will decide at the polls who 
shall conduct the State government for the 
next four years. The election is a general 
one. A Governor and Cabinet, one Justice 
of the Supreme Court, all the members of 
the House of “Representatives and sixteen 
members of the Senate (sixteen members 
of this body holding over) are to be chosen. 
In addition county officials are also to be 
- chosen. The legislators to be ch®@sen will 
take part in the election of a United States 
Senator to sticceed- Wilkinson Call, whose 
term expires March 4, 1897. 

There are three cemplete State tickets in 
the field~Democratic, Republican, and Pop- 
ulist. The Prohibitionists also have a can- 

‘didate for Governor, but have made no other 
nominations. For the Chief Magistracy the 
Democratic candidate. is former Governor 
and present Controller W. D. Bloxham of 
Tallahassee; the Republican nominee is the 


- ‘Hoa. E. R. Gunby of Tampa; the Populists- 
* have named State Senator A. W. Weeks of 


Calhoun County, and the Prohibitionists the 
Hon. Arthur C. Jackson of Palm Beach. 

The campaign has been most spirited, each 
party, with the exception of the Prohibition- 
ists, having sent out speakers who have can- 
vassed every county in the State. The re- 
sult is that a great deal of interest has been 
aroused and the indications are that a large 
vote will be polled. That the Democratic 
ticket will be elected is conceded by the lead- 
ers of each party, the only difference being 
as to the size of the plurality. Four years 
ago the total vote of the State was 40,749, 

divided as follows: Mitchell (Dem.), 32,068; 
- Baskins (Pop.), 8,379; Hawley (Pro.), 302. In 
1802 the Republicans had no candidate in the 
field, and of the 32,068 votes received by 
Mitchell (Dem.) it is conceded that,a portion 
Was cast by white Republican business-men 
who wished to make the defeat of the Pop- 
ulist candidate as overwhelming as possible.

OUTLOOK JUST BEFORE THE BATTLE. 


Prohibition Vote an Important Factor 
in the Contest. 

_ Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 4. — [Special.] — The 

election for Governor and State-House 

officers takes place on the 7th day of Octo- 

ber, and promises to be fraught with sur- 

— even in this day of political sensa- 

ons. . 

Ever since the last Republican Governor, 
Rufus B, Bullock, fled the State in 1872 the 
Democracy has had such undisputed sway 
that it was regarded as folly to contest any- 
thing the party leaders decided to do. 

In eafly days, when Republican misman- 
agement discounted every effort of those 
opposed to the Democracy, the ruling spirit 
was Joseph E. Brown, ex-Governor and 
Chief Justice, and afterwards twice Sena- 
tor from ‘this State. 

During the days of reconstruction ex-Gov. 
Brown outdid the most extreme carpet- 
baggers, and a more hated man was not 
to be found within the limits of the State. 
There came a time when all chances for 
success through Republican organization 
waned, and then it did not take Mr. Brown 
long to whirl back into the Democratic 
party and to have himself nominated Sen- 
ator by a midnight process in the office of 
Gov. Col uitt, and to take charge of the 
machine Which so lately he had denounced. 

Split in the Party. 

The result of that action was a split of 
the Democracy in which Thomas M. Nor- 
wood ran asan independent for the Governor- 
ship against Alfred H. Colquitt, who sought 
Vindication by seekihg a second term. It 
was the irony of politics that Colquitt should 
have been vindicated, not by the white vote 
of the State, but by his ability in carrying 
the negro vote, which gave him a majority, 
although the independent candidate un- 
doubtedly polled the white vote of the State. 

The bitterness then engendered has never 
subsided; and when tht Farmers’ Alliance 
and Populists came to the front there were 
hundreds of white men all over the State 
who were ready and anxious to jain in any- 
thing which would overthrow the machine, 
which had so long ruled the State. Four 
years ago, while the Democracy won by a 
majority of 75,000, it was one of those vic- 
tories which defeats itself. Two years 
later William Y. Atkinson was the Demvo- 
cratic nominee. He was opposed by J. K. 
Hines, the Populist nominee. When the 
election was over the people were sur ‘ised 
to learn that the Democratic majo ~- of 
nearly 80,000 cast two years before re- 
duced to but a fraction over 20,000. -If was 
only then that it was ascertained that but 
a very little exertion would. have made the 
State Populist. 

This contest of strength, which developed 
the fact that the majority of the white peo- 
ple of the State were anti-Democratic, ac- 
counts for the tenacity with which the Popu- 
lists have refused to make any compromise 
with the Democrats. 


Georgia in the National Convention. 


It was noticeable in the great National Pop- 
ulist convention, which assembled on the 
22d of July in St. Louls, that the ‘‘ middle- 
of-the-road ” contingent had no stronger 
section than that which came from Georgia. 
The sixty-five delegates from this State 
were, with but two exceptions, opposed to 
the indorsement of William J. Bryan, and 
they were unanimously opposed to the in- 
dorsement of Mr. Sewall. It was through 
their work that that convention was forced 
away from the position planned for it by its 
managers into putting up Mr. Thomas E. 
Watson for the Vice-Presidency, and in mak- 
ing his nomination precede that of the canai- 
date for the Presidency. 

Returning home the Populist leaders wcnt 
atonceto work. At no time did they serious- 
ly dream of compromising with the Pupo- 
crats. They had their own full strength; 
they had the tacit indorsement of the 
Republicans, who de@ined to put up a State 
ticket in.order that they might vote for the 
Populist ticket. .In the State convention Sea- 
born Wright was nominated for the Govern- 
orship to contest the claim of William Y. 
Atkinson for reélection as an indorsement. 
The campaign which has resulted has been 


“one of a pyrotechnic character. 


Populist Request Is Ignored. 


One of the first acts of the Populist Execu- 
tive committee was to call upon Chairman 
Clay of the Democratic Executive commit- 
tee to grant a division of polling managers. 
This demand Mr. Clay adroitly evaded, 
whereupon he brought into the arena the 
Rev. Sam Jones, who, stripping himself of 
his ministerial robes, plunged at once int 
the thickest of the political fight. : 

Perhaps the incident whica has been the 
most hurtful to the Popocrats has been the 
discovery of an abominable circular which 
Gov. Atkinson’s friends distributed among 
the negro voters. It seems that during Gov. 
Atkinson’s term a negro had been convicted 
of an abominable offense. It subsequently 
developed that he was innocent, and upon 
petitions his life was spared and he was 


,granted his freedom. Instead of presenting 


this fact of doing justice to an illegally con- 
victed man, Gov. Atkinson’s circular went 
on to dilate upon theoffense, holding out his 
pardon as a bait to catch the negro vote. 
The indignation which this has produced 
among the white people of the State has been 
unbounded; so much so that even leading 
Popocratic organs, like the Macon Telegraph 
and Savannah News, have denounced it in 
unmeasured terms. 


Another element entering into the race is 


that of prohibition. It should have been 
stated in the beginning that in the Populist 
State convention the leading idea was to at- 
tach to their interests every element dis- 
satisfied with Popocratic rulings. As a con- 
sequence Seab Wright was nominated for 
Governor. He was not personally a Populist 
and has really made no Populist speeches 
showing conversion during the campaign, 
but he was recognized as a rampant Pro- 
hibitionist. who would rally to his support 
all those in favor of entire prohibition. . 


Prohibition Vote Is a Factor. 


The appeal thus made was a strong one, 
when it was recollected that out of 137 coun- 
ties in the State 106 are prohibition counties. 
The attempt of bringing the Prohibitionists 
into alliance with the Populists cannot be 
said to have been altogether successful, as 
many prominent Prohibitionists are working 
in the Popocratic ranks; but when it is taken 
into consideration that two years ago the 
Popocratic majority was only 24,000, thata 
change of 13,000 votes will defeat the Popo- 
cracy, it will be seen that the Populists need 
the support of buta small percentage of the 
Prohibitionists to give them success. 

The average vote of the State is between 
90,000 and 250,000. It is estimated this year 
that ‘tthe Popocrats will cast 120,000 votes: 
while all the combined opposition following 
Seab Wright will cast 130,000. The canvas- 
sing of the State, which has been made by 
Populist State Chairman Cunningham, clear- 
ly shows this majority 10,000, while Chair- 
man Steve Clay of the Popocratic committee 
refuses to. say anything, but practically ad- 
mits by his silence that grave times are 
ahead for the Popocracy.

SUPREME COURT CONVENES NEXT WEEK 


All of the Justices but One Are in 
Washington and a Full Bench Is 
Assured—Important Cases. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—After a four 
months’ recess the United States Supreme 
Court will reconvene on Monday, Oct. 12, 
for the October term. All the Justices ex- 
cept Justice Shiras, who !s expected daily, 
are now in the city, so that there will prob- 


the term. 

The court docket now contains 615 cases, 
against 751 at the beginning of last year’s 
October term, and of these twenty-eight 
have already been argued and submitted 
and are before the court for decision. it 
would, however, be contrary to precedent 
if there should be any decisions on the 
first Monday of the sitting. When the Pres- 
ident is in the city the court transacts ao 
business on the first day of the term beyond 
making a formal call at the White House. He 
is absent now, as he was last October, and 
it is presumed that, as on that occasion, the 
court will admit attorneys to the bar and 
hear such motions as may have been noted 
for that day. 

The call of the regular docket will begin 
on Tuesday and will continue during the 
remainder of the week. This call will then 
\be suspended in order to hear more urgent 
cases, of which there are fifty-four, which 
have been especially assigned for the sec- 
ond week of the term. Included in this 
special list are the case of the United States 
vs. The Oregon and California Railroad 
Company, known as “ The Quadrant Case,” 
and involving the company’s land grant; 
ten cases from Ohio and four from Indiana 
to enjoin the assessment and collection of 
taxes against express and telegraph com- 
panies; four from South Carolina involving 
the conatitutionality of certain parts of the 
dispensary law; the United States vs. The 
Rell Telephone Company, which {fs a suit 
to cancel the Berliner patent; The United 
States vs. The Union Pacific, the Winona 
and St. Peter, and the Sioux City and St. 
Paul Railroad Companies, to restore to the 
Inited States certain lands alleged to have 
been 
murder and other cases of a criminal nature. 

It is presumed that on Monday, the 19th, 
some of the cases which have already been 
submitted will be decided. There is espe- 
celal interest in the two tfrrigation cases from 
California involving the constitutionality of 
the Wright irrigation law. Other cases of 
general importance which have reached this 
stage of progress are the freight elevator 
case from Nebraska, the case involving the 
title to the site of the City of Santa Fé, N. 
M., and the Laclede Gas company case from

Description of the Hospital. 

The site of the new hospital is the square 
lying between Huber street and Belden ave- 
nue, north and south, and Racine avenue and 
Herndon street. The block is 596 feet long 
and 206 feet wide. The institution will com- 
prise five distinct but connected buildings 
for separate departments, and the extreme 
dimensions will be 307x206 feet. It will be 
four stories high. 

Red brick and Bedford stone are used in 
construction. Cornices, towers, belfries, and 
the entire roof will be of copper, with stand- 
ing seams. To promote cleanliness there 
will be no corners within the building. All 
the ‘“‘ corners” of floor, walls, and ceilings 
are finished off in curves, so that no dirt can 
seek a lodgment. There will be a total ab- 
sence of all carvings and moldings. 

In the front building will be carried on ad- 
ministration work and the care of private 
patients. The east bullding will hold the 
large wards. The “ Brothers’ House” will 
stand at the north and on the west is to be 
built, later, a house for the care of patients 
with nervous troubles. The chapel will stand 
in the center of thecourt. Service and house 
use will monopolize the first floor, with 
wards and sick rooms all on the three upper 
floors. A complete electric system is planned 
for lighting, telephoning, signaling, running 
clocks, fans, elevators, dumb waiters, and 
ventilators, and for making ice. The plans 
are modeled after all the best points of the 
best hospitals in the world.

‘Kiss of peace,’ when the Rev. Dr. Pope, 
Archdeacon of Mass, proceeded from the 
altar to the delegate and embraced him, 
Mgr.

The Rev. Father Pardow, in his sermon 
during mass, called attention to the fact that 
Leo XIII. had illustrated very important 
doctrines from the beginning of his reign— 
that of the Bible and: its inspiration, labor 
and capital, and many points of philosophy— 
but he considered the most important lesson 
taught this age by the reigning Pontiff was 
the absolute necessity of prayer. ‘The Pope 
had sent to this country two men who are 
eminently men of prayer—Cardinal Satolli 
and Mgr.

We are pretty well organized 
in a great majority of the counties, but we 
haven’t the means of reaching down into the 
precinct. I should estimate that there were 
8.500 votes here in Marion, 3,000 in Allen 
County, 1,000 in Miami, and so on down, and 
I will be disappointed if we do not show upa 
strength of 10,000 or 15,000 in the State. It 
would not be a wonderful thing if we had 
50,000. Men are working tooth and nail for 
the gold Democratic movement who will vote 
the straight Republican ticket from Mc- 
Kinley to Coroner, and for this reason the 
vote given to Palmer and Buckner will be by 
no means a measure of our strength in the 
State.

“ The poll we have just completed is sur- 
prisingly favorable. In almost every coun- 
ty in the State the poll books show that 
large numbers of Democrats absolutely de- 
cline to say how they will vote. This same 
thing was true in.1S804, and the election re- 
turns show that these Democrats that were 
silent as to their'intentions voted the Re- 
publican ticket| almost solidly.

LABOR LEADERS IN A LIVELY TILT. 


They Meet but to Differ as to Gompers’ 
Letter and on Introduction 
of Politics. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Chicago La- 
bor Congress a lively discussion took place 
in regard to the stand that should be taken 
as to the proposed new central body of labor 
organizations in Chicago. 

All of the trades unions represented in 
the congress have received from President 
Gompers of the Federation of Labor copies 
of a circular letter, asking an expression in 
regard to the formation of a new central 
organization. The majority of the unions 
are understood to have favored the project, 
and Delegate Hopp of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union sought to have the congress itself 
mal an official declaration in the premises. 

Mr. Hopp’s mosion was to the effect that 
the Secretary of the congress be instructed 
to inform Mr. Gompers that the Labor Con- 
gress is ready to assist in forming a new cen- 


tral body, provided the charter of the Chi-— 


cago Trade and Labor Assembly be revoked. 
Delegate Mohme, representing the Car- 
penters’ Union, said he thought the adoption 
of such a motion ,would be accepted as a 
confession or weakness on the part of the 
congress, and as a virtually unconditional 
Surrender of dignity and charter as well. 
President Adair «informed the congress 
that the whole matter rested with the sev- 
eral.unions, and that the congress itself 


really had nothing to do with it; but this offi-. 


cial utterance did not shut off the discussion. 

Mr. Mohme declared that the proposed 
constitution for the new body was identical 
with, that of the Labor Congress, and, if so, 
he thought there was no good reason why 
the Labor Congress should not be recognized 
as the central organization. ' 

Another delegate said he failed to see 
why those who had appealed to Gompers 
for a new central body should now oppose 
its organization. This called forth half a 
dozen disclaimers, on the part of those who 
were supposed to have appealed to Gompers. 

The result was that no second was heard 
to Mr. Hopp’s motion and the subject was 
dropped, the consensus of opinion. seeming 
to be that the congress would be willing to 
help on a new central body, provided the 
Trades Assembly had nothing to do with it, 
but that they did not care to go on record. 

Other business transacted at the meeting 
included the appointment of a committee 
to aid one from the Cigarmakers’ Union in 
preventing “Schmidt’s bakery on Clybourn 
avenue from stayting a non-union horse- 
shoeing shop for its own and its neighbors’ 
accommodation. 

In the matter of trouble between A. M. 
Rothschild and the Horseshoers’ Union the 
Committee on Grievances reported that it 
thought that business house wa8 now pre- 
pared to make satisfactory concessions to 
the horseshoers and that there would be no 
further difficulty. 

Regular meetings of the steam shovel 
men, the stone sawyers, and the hod car- 
riers were also held at labor headquarters 
yesterday. 

No politics in labor was what the Trade 
and Labor Assembly stood for at its meet- 
ing yesterday when an attempt was made 
by Delegate August Luders to introduce a 
private letter purporting to give informa- 
tion concerning the attitude of Henry C. 
Payne towards organized labor. 

Luders is a bricklayer, and when the 
meeting was called to order he secured the at- 
tention of the Chair and said he had re- 
ceived a personal communication from Mil- 
waukee regarding Mr. Payne and wished 
to read it. A storm of protests arose from 
the delegates seated in Bricklayers’ Hail, 
where the meeting was held. Delegates 
were on their feet in an instant clamoring 
for recognition and urging the inadvisabil!- 
ty of introducing politics into the meet- 
ings of the assembly. | 

Chairman O’Connell immediately ruled Lu- 
ders’ private letter out of order. He said 
so long as he was President of the assembiy 
no -politics should be introduced into {its 
meetings. He explained at length his posi- 
tion, saying if the Milwaukee unions had 
complaints to make of Mr. Payne they 
should voice their grievance in a formal 
letter to the assembly, when it could act, if 
action was thought necessary. But a pri- 
vate letter should not form the basis of a 
fixed attitude one way or the other. 

The stir over this matter took up most of 
the time of a brief meeting. Edward Mul- 
raney offered a resolution asking the re- 
moval of W. H. Alsip as Marshal of the 
West Side division of the Chicago day 
parade, in which, it was asserted, Mr. Alsip 
had shown marked antagonism to organized 
labor. Delegate Mulraney thought labor 
would be better satisfied with another man 
in the place. J. J. Ryan offered a substitute 
motion substantially the same as that of 
Mulraney, and it was passed. 

President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor sent a letter, which was 
read and acted upon, similar to that con- 
sidered at the meeting of the Labor Con- 
gress regarding the reorganization propos!- 


tion.

Chairman Hinrichsen Denies the Col- 

onel Has Refused to Speak. 

According to Chairman Hinrichsen Col. 
Morrison, in all probability, will make a 
few speeches for the Popocratic cause be- 
fore the close of the campaign.

Early in the fight 
he gave us to understand that he feared his 
official duties would prevent_him from par- 
ticipating in the campaign, but that he 
hoped to be able to make a few speeches 
before its close. With this understanding 
we have not urged him in the least, knowing 
that as soon as he found the time he would 
help us.’’ 

“The story is entirely without truth,” 
Marshal Brinton said. ‘Col. Morrison did 
not intrust me with a message of any kind 
whatever to deliver to the committee, and 
I did not-deliver any. Neither was I! in- 
structed by the committee to treat with 
him.’’ 

The State Executive committee met at 
the Sherman House yesterday morning and 
gave time to a consideration of the situa- 
tion in Cook County.

The credit of the government would have 
received a severe blow, for the bonds sold 
to get the money with which to carry on the 
war would have been redeemed in money 
which had depreciated, and the then holders 
of the bonds would have received less value 
than they gave for them. 

At a time when no other foreigners had 
contidence in the ability of the United 
States to put down the rebellion Gov. Alt- 
geld’s countrymen bought three. or four 
hundred million dollars’ worth of its bonds. 
They did not buy those bonds at gold par, 
but they took their chances of losing what 
they did pay for them. 

Those bonds changed hands from time to 
time, each successive purchaser paying a 
higher price for them, and some years after 
the war. had closed they were refunded. 
The holders accepted in lieu of them bonds 
bearing a much lower rate of interest, be- 
cause they believed the government would 
redeem them in gold when they fell due. 

If the United States had drifted into the 
use of the silver standard, as it would have 
done but for the happy accident of 1873, — 
then the bonds as they fell due would have 
ar been redeemed in depreciated silver. That 
would have been a dishonest act, and honest 
men would have protested against it, but 
the knaves and the demagogues would have 
been powerful enough to defeat any legis- 
lation designed to prevent committing this 
wrong. 

With very few exceptions all the State, 
municipal, and corporation securities held 
abroad, as well as those held at home, would 
have-been paid off indebased money, That 
would have damaged American credit great- 
ly, and thereafter when this country wanted 
to borrow foreign capital it would have had 
to comply with those onerous conditions 
which are imposed on silver standard coun- 
tries now when they are borrowers.

WITHHOLD BOILER INSPECTION FEES. 


Owners of Plants in Flats and Resi- 
dences Await an Opinion from 
* the City’s Legal Department, 


The storm which has been raised about 
the ears of City Boiler Inspector J. D. Mur- 
phy through the objections of citizens to 
paying a $5 fee for having steam heating 
plants in flats and residences inspected 
Shows no signs of abating. On the other 
hand, it is more than likely that the storm 
will break in the City Council at an early 
date in the form of an amendment to the 
ordinance providing that steam plants de- 
Veloping a pressure of less than ten pounds 
per square inch be exempt from the inspec- 
tion tax. | 
Another point, and one which is causing 
the inspector’s office more anxiety than the 
question of inspecting steam heating plants 
in flats, is that of the amount which legally 
may be collected as an inspéction fee. The 
present custom is to charge $5 for a single 
boiler and $3 for each additional one where 
two or more are together. 

This custom is in accordance with the code 

-Of 1890, but it is now claimed by some of 
the objectors that in the compilation of that 
code an ordinance passed in 1887 was over- 
looked. The latter, it is said, amended the 
Original ordinance, changing the amount 
of fees to be charged from $5 and $3 to $3 
and $2 respectively.

AUGUST LARSEN DROPS 70 HIS DEATH. 


Fourth-Story Elevator Door Is Care- 
leasly' Left Open and the Un- 
fortunate Man Steps Within. 


Somebody’s carelessness in - leaving a 
freight elevator door open on the fourth 
floor of the building at No. 228 Lake street 
yesterday afternoon resulted in August 
Larsen being dashed to death. 

At 2:30 o’clock Larsen was found dead 
at the bottom of the elevator shaft by O. 
Hilding, No. 405 Wells street, and A. P. 


Samuelson, No. 641 North Campbell ave- 


nue, 


Larsen’s skull was crushed and his right 
leg was hroken above the knee. Blood 
flowed from his mouth, indicating internal 
injuries, 

The body was removed to No. 11 Adams 
street by the Harrison Street police wagon, 
and an inquest will be held today. 

Larsen was 45 years old, unmaried, and a 
tailor by trade, He lived at the Metropoli- 
tan Hotel, Fifth avenue and Randolph 
street. Yesterday afternoon he was in the 
shop of the Journeymen Tailors’ Unton, 
No. 5, on the fourth floor of No. 228 Lake 
Street, and spent an hour or more talking 
to friends. He suddenly disappeared, and 
Hilding and Samuelson, two of his friends, 
went in search of him. They found his 
body as stated. 

The freight elevator door on the, fourth 
floor was found open. It is suposed that 
Larsen_thought the elevator was standing 
at the floor, and stepped into the shaft. 
Leroy Seaman, 11 years old, No. 713 Ful- 
ton street, had his legs and body crushed 
and mangled by a Fulton street electric 
car last night, and subsequently died. The 
accident happened in front of the boy’s 
home, and was witnessed by several of his 
playmates. T.'G. Scales, the motorman, 
and Hugh Paul, the conductor. of the car, 
were taken to the West Lake Street Police 
Station, where they were held awaiting 
the outcome of the boy’s injuries. Leroy, 
together with several companions,was play- 
ing in the street, and just as the rapidly 
moving car approached he attempted to 
cross the tracks. An effort was made to 
Stop the car, but before it came to a stand- 
still Leroy was struck, knocked down, and 
injured, as stated. The lad was taken to 
the County Hospital, where the end came,

PENNILESS, IDLE, ILL, AND STARYING 


Pitiful Case of Destitution in the Fam- 
* ily of David Grupp, a Ger- : 
man Jew. 


Without money and unable to get work, 
David Grupp, No. 140 Newberry avenue, 
stands helpless with wife and little ones on 
the verge of starvation. The Grupps are 
German Jews, industrious and honest. Three 
months ago the father, who was a laster in 
a shoe factory, lost his position. Since then 
he has had only a few odd jobs, and the lit- 
tle money they brought in was quickly ex- 
hausted. 

For several weeks the man and his family 
have been in the direst want. They live in 
two small dark basement rooms in the rear 
of the house. In one of the rooms Mrs. 
Grupp Hes ill with her 5-day-old baby on 
her breast.

To add to the misery of the unfortunate 
family the owner of the house where.the 
Grupps live says that unless they pay their 
rent within two days he will be obliged to 
turn them into the street. 

Yesterday the father was away trying to 
find work. Since the baby was born, five 
days ago, the father has eaten almost noth- 
ing, giving most of what scanty food he had 
to the mother and the children. 

While Mrs. Grupp was talking one of the 
little boys came into the room. One of the 
girls, 2 years old, lay sleeping in a crib near 
her mother. She held a crust of bread in her 
tiny fist. The boy looked stealthily at his 
mother, then he crept quietly over and gently 
took the crust from his baby sister’s hand. 
He broke the crust in two and put half of 
it back into the child’s hand.

Success of the Exhibition, from a Popu- 
lar Standpoint, Has Been Unpar- 
alleled—Number of Admiring Visit- 
ors in Chicago Greater than in Any 
Other Piace Where the Famous 
Paintings Have Been Hung—Inci- 
dents of the Closing Day’s View. 


Four thousand people visited the Doré gal- 
lery at the Art Ingtitute yesterday afternoon 
between the hours of 1 and 2. It was the 
last day the famous collection will be ex- 
hibited in this city. Today the pictures will 
be taken down and shipped to Boston, where 
they are to be exhibited in Copley Hall. 

The collection was hung at the Art In- 
stitute last January, and since that time the 
number of visitors has been unprecedented, 
On one day 16,300 people crowded into the 
south gallery, where the paintings were on 
view. ’ 

According to those who have had the ex- 
hibit in charge the Dor’ pictures apparently 
have appealed to the people least informed in 
art more than anything else in the building. 
Some, it is true, went to view the paintings 
in the same spirit in which they would have 
gone to look at a railroad wreck and, having 
had their craving for the sight of something 
horrible satistiea, came away again. 

The majority of the visitors, however, ap- 
parently, have had a true appreciation of the 
greatness of the paintings. Almost every 
class.of people has found something that ap- 
pealed to it in the pictures. Many of the re- 
ligiously inclined have looked updn them as 
divine inspirations 

The majority of the visitors yesterday were 
working people, who are the usual patrons 
of the institute on Sunday. They came as 
£00n as the doors were opened at 1 o'clock 
and staid in many cases all the afternoon. 
Those who never had heard of Doré before 
bought Doré catalogues and read from them 
&loud to their friends, and at times some of 
the reading and the explanations became de- 
cidedly amusing.

RANK ODORS BEFOUL THE LAKE-FRONT 


Illinois Central Suburbanites’ Lives 
Made Miserable by the Street 
Sweepers’ Noisome Dump. 


A noisome odor, more terrible to the nus- 
trils than the fabled beast that had six wings 
and was all eyes was to the sight, is making 
life miserable for suburbanites who take the 
Illinois Central trains at Jackson street. 
The stench arises from the street sweep- 
ings that are being dumped into the lake at 
the foot of Jackson street. 

In spite of the fact that four garbage in- 
spectors are stationed at the dump, ancient 
cabbages from South Water street and be- 
whiskered bananas from the alleys of the 
West Side find their way into the pile of 
sweepings and become transmuted into 
odors strong enough to move a brick block. 

The refuse is piled close to the docks where 
the excursion steamers are moored, and 
where thousands of people are obliged to 
pass every day from the suburban trains by 
way of the viaduct. The end of the viaduct 
where the wagons unload is also a resort 
for people who come to view the lake and 
when the excursion steamers are running 
to reach the landings, . 

Yesterday the wind blew from the north- 
east and away from-the viaduct, but the 
rank odor from the decaying fruit and vege- 
tables in the sweepings was overpowering 
to the scores of people who stood on the via- 
duct. Some of the excursion boats were 
running to Lincoln Park, and their passen- 
gers were obliged to sit directly in line with 
the odor till the boats went out. BEven vis- 
itors to the Art Institute were harassed by 
it. When the wind blows off the lake the 
sickening smell is perceptible two blocks 
west of Michigan avenve. 

Several times during the last week women 
who have been compelled to wait for trains 
at the Jackson street station of the Illinois 
Central have been taken with nausea be- 
cause of the stench. Even passing cars that 
have all their doors and windows closed are 
penetrated, and the smell insists on riding 
to the end of the line and back again without 
paying its fare, and resists all efforts of the 
conductors and trainmen to put it out. 

At the City Health Department it was said 
yesterday no complaints had been made in 
regard to the nuisance. It was believed that 
the four inspectors who were put on afew 
days ago would soon abate it. 


HINSDALE PASTORS HUNT “ BLIND PIGS” 


Cause Thirty Young Men to Be Called 
Out of Bed to Serve as Wit- 
nesses. 


Thirty young men of Wheaton who are 
supposed to know something about the 
‘* blind pigs "’ that have been running within 
the confines of the Village of Hinsdale were 
called out of bed at midnight on Saturday 
to hear themselves summoned as witnesses.

HYPNOTIC AID TO KNIFE. 


ANAESTHETIC EFFECTS IW SURGERY 
PRODUCED WITH A MIRROR. 


Strange Power Invoked by Prof. J. A. 
Roach to Enable Dr. W.H. Weaver 
Painlessly to Remove.a Tonsil from 
Little Donald Dyrenforth—Stages 
of the Operation—Physician An- 
nounces Himself Perfectly Satisiicd 
with the Results of the Experiment,

Donald Dyrenforth, a 9-year-old Bvanston 
boy, the son of William H. Dyrenforth, has 
the distinction of being the youngest patient 
known in Chicago to be treated with 
hypnotic anesthesia. While under *the 
hypnotic influence yesterday his upper tonsil 
was removed. 

The patient was treated hypnotically by 
Prof. J. A. Roach, and when he lost con- 
sciousness it was an easy matter for Dr. 
W. H. Weaver to remove the troublesome 
tonsil. He was laid prone on a lounge for 
the operation. He exhibited little nervous- 
ness, as he had been put under the influence 
experimentally twice before. 

Prof. Roach held an oblong mirror six 
inches in front of the eyes of the lad and 
whispered in his ear a eommand to sleep. 
The guiding hand moved the mirror back- 
ward and under a steady fire of commands 
the eyes of the boy fbllowed it till they 
were rolled back and toward the nose, dis- 
closing the white eyeballs. 

“Go to eleep,”’ whispered the operator 
and the boy’s limbs were stretched in an 


easy attitude. 

Prof. Roach dropped the mirror and looked 
steadily with his own eyes into those of the 
boy. Such’ bright eyes-they were. They at- 
tracted and held the glance of the eyes 
of the youngster. The boy's eyes became 
fixed, his eyelids quivered. 

“Shut your eyes and you can’t open 
them,” said Prof. Roach. The boy closed 
his lids and they quivered again, as if pro- 
testing against the enforced act. 

“Open your mouth and you can’t close 
it,” said Prof. Roach. The boy’s mouth fell 
open and remained open. Prof. Roach lifted 
‘the arm of the youngster and let go his hold 
when tWe arm was upright. It remained in 
that position. 

Then the operator got a needle and stuck 
it in the boy’s hand. 

“No pain,” the professor 
“Tell me if it hurts you.”’ 

No sound came from the boy and Prof. 
Roach lifted him in his arms and carried 
him ifito another room, where the tonsil was 
removed, During the time necessary to do 
this Prof. Roach stroked the lad’s fore- 
head.' The operation was quickly done and 
apparently without any pain being suffered 
by the 90-year-old.

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ILLINOIS TO CONTEST THIS WEEK. 


“Mest Riflemen in the National Guards 
Will Try for the Honor of Repre- 
senting ‘the State—Ten Highest 
Scorers Will Constitute the Team— 
In Addition Four Gold and Six Sil- 
ver. Medals Are Offered—Records of 
Some of the Contestants. 


Sharpshooters of Illinois will begin a com- 
petition today at Camp Logan, which will 
continue throughout the week. The best 


-rifle-sshots in the Illinois National Guard 


will be present, and it is certain that the 
contest, will be exceedingly close. 

A distinguished soldier said recenfly 
there were three things essential for a sol- 
dier to know, and that all else was supple- 
mental: “To shoot well, to cook, and to get 
under cover quickly when in battle.’’ One 
of these axioms has Ween adopted by. the 
Illinois. National Guard—the first and most 
important, the ability to shoot well. 

More and more, with the adoption of the 
new rifles by the great powers, has. the 
importance of accurate firing increased. 
While for more than a century, from the 
time in 1780, when King’s Mountain was 
decided by the American rifles, through the 
battlefields of New Orleans, Buena Vista, 
and the civil war struggles, the sharp- 
shooter has been gaining the ascendency, 
until in 1870, at Beaumont, one company, 
the Eleventh (Capt. von Helmuth) of the 
Twenty-seventh Prussian Infantry, defeat- 
ed the French cuirassier regiment of Col. 
de Contenson with a loss of eleven officers 
and 100 men,. witheut the harming of a sin- 
gle German soldier. Since then rifle fire 
has decided the battles of Majuba Hill, 
South Africa, and the battles near Valpa- 
raiso in the Chilean revolution, 

Tne most efficient of all the staff depart- 
ments of the State troops has been, and is, 
that of the Inspector of Rifle Practice. 
From 1890 until 1896 this part of the service 
was under the charge of Col. James M. Rice 
of Peoria, whose manual, a modification of 
‘that of Capt. Blunt, U. 8. A., is used by the 
guard. : 

There are seven grades recognized by the 
service. The first is “ first class,’’ the badge 
being a bronze target worn on tl collar; 
this is won by 30 out of 75 at 100, 200, and 
cent. The second is 


dut of 150 at 100, 2uv, 200, and 500 yards, and 
skirmish run, or 45 out of 75 at 100, 200, and 
300 yards.

300, 500, and 600 yards, with skirmish run. 
The ‘‘expert’’ bar of silver is obtained by 
150:out of 200 points at 100, 200, 300, 500, 
600, and 800 yards, with the skirmish run; 
and the gold ‘“‘ sharpshooter ’’ bar by mak- 
ing 180 out of 225 at 100, 200, 300, 5v00, 600, 
800, and 1,000 yards, and skirmish. This is 
the highest that cam be obtained at one 


- eompetition. 


Two Highest Grades. 


The two highest grades are those of “ dis- 
tinguished marksmen ’’ and “ distinguished 
sharpshooters,” and correspond to the 
grades of “ marksman” and “ sharpshoot- 
er”’ in the United States Army, being con- 
ducted under the same regulations. The 
distinguished marksman’s badge is a roun‘i 
medal of silver, the obverse being the grade, 
with a kneeling figure of a rifleman, the re- 
verse having the bust of Washington and 
the motto, “ Pro Patria.’’ 

The coveted decoration of “ distinguished 
sharpshooter ’’ has been won by a iarge per 
cent of the veteran members of the Nation- 
al Guard, although difficult to obtain. To 
wear it upon the breast the soldier must 
make a score of 500 out of a possible 700 
points, at 200, 300, 500, 600, and S00 yards 
with a skirmish run. The emblem is a large 
silver maltese cross bearing the word “‘ Illi- 
nois ” suspended by a tricolored ribbon from 
a bar of silver with the name of the class. 

The annual competition of the distin- 
guished sharpshooters of Illinois will com- 
mence today and continue throughout the 
week. It will be held at Camp Logan, afew 


_ miles south of Waukegan and thirty miles 


north of Chicago, on the lake, where the 
State has a military reservation of 220 acres. 
with a first-class rifle range, which has been 
occupied constantly during the last season 
by the members of the guard from Chicago. 
The ten highest scorers will be distin- 
guished as the Illinois State Rifle Team, and, 
in addition, there are ten medals, four of 
gold and six of silver, which wil! be awarded 
te the fortunate winners of the badges as 
members of the State team. 
‘Jn years past the teams of Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, together with 
an army team, strove in friendly rivalry, 


and the great *‘ Buffalo Trophy ” now resis 


at the Adjutant-General’s office in Spring- 
field, a prize of the keen-eyed sons of Llli- 
nois. 

* Sinee the introduction of the new maga- 
gine rifle into the army the regulars have 
not competed, and it seems doubtful if there 
will be any inter-State contest in 1806. 


Description of Rifle Used. 


The rifle used is the Springfield breech- 
loader, model of 1884, weighing 8.6 pounds, 
and having a caliber of .45 of aninch. The 
eartridge is of brass, loaded with seventy 
grains of black powder and a lead bullet of 
405 grains, which has an initial veiocity at 
the muzzle of 1,350 feet per second, the ex- 
treme range being 2,500 yards. The rifle is

Capt. H.M. Smith, Fifth Infantry of 
Springfield, enlisted in Cémpany A, Fifth 
Infantry, Aug. 6, 1887: was made Corporal, 
July 13, 1888; Sergeant, Aug. 1, 1888; and 
First-Sergeant, Feb. 26, 1889. He received 
his commission as a Second-Lieutenant in 
the Fifth Infantry, Aug. 6, 1889, and as 
Captain, May 22, 1890.

Statement by Controller Eckels Show- 
ing Totals in Different Sections 
of the Country. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 4.—Controller of 
the Currency Eckels has issued a statement 
of the amount of all kinds of money held by 
the banking institutions of the country on 
July 1. : 

Reports were, received from 5,723 banks 
and trust companies and sixty-six clearing- 
house associations. Of the 5,723 reports re- 
ceived, 3,458 were of national banks, 1,494 
State banks, 457 savings banks, 230 of 
private banks, and 84 of loan and trust com- 
panies. 

The total amount of cash in the 5,723 in- ! 
stitutions reporting was $413,124,849, as fol- 
lows: Gold coin, $134,077,003; gold eertifi- 
Cates, $50,481,338; silver dollars, $8,254,612; 
fractional silver, $7,399,073: silver certifi- 
cates, $39,663,506; Treasury notes (1890), 
$15,126,018; United States notes, $110,460,275; 
currency certificates, $20,858,000; National 
bank notes, $23,795,834. Of this total cash

in Miss Bartlett, whose fame as a preacher 
had evidently preceded her. 

She wore a loose-fitting black gown which 
perhaps made her seem a larger woman than 
she is. She has a face of more than ordinary 
attractiveness and a pleasurable manner in 
speaking. Her voice is well modulated and 


carefully trained. 

She resorted to no tricks of elocution, did 
not try to be dramatic, and indulged in no 
extravagant gestures. Every person in the 
vast audience heard all she said and ap- 
peared to enjoy the sermon. 

Miss Bartlett’s text was the cry of blind 
Bartimeus: “Jesus, thou son of David, 
have mercy upon me.” In the course of 
some prefatory remarks the speaker dwelt 
in a general way upon the controversy that 
has always taken place in connection with 
biblical miracles. 

‘*Some,’’ said she, “‘ believe the miracles 
because they must or else discredit the rest 
of the Bible. Others declare that all things 
are possible with God. To the latter it mat- 
ters not that scientists have shown that the 
throat of a whale will not permit the swal- 
lowing of a man. They believe the whale 
swallowed Jonah because the Bible says 
so, and if the Bible had said that Jonah 
swallowed the whale they would have be- 
lieved that just the same.”’ tr 

2eference was also made to others who 
assert that if all the circumstances sur- 
rounding these ancient miracles were known 
to us today we could the more readily be- 
lieve them, but, said Miss Bartlett: 

‘* Whatever the recorders of these miracles 
meant to convey to us, we certainly need 
not overlook the lessons we can learn from 
them just because we do not Know upon 
how much or how little of fact these beauti- 
ful parables may be founded.” 

Then, taking up the story of the text, the 
speaker called attention to how much more 
easily our sympathies are enlisted by physi- 
cal infirmity than by mental and moral de- 
formity. Even 
known to be the result of blameworthy con- 
duct we say “‘ poor fellow,”’ but close our 
eyes to moral enormities. 

Helen Keller, blind and deaf but beauti- 
fully intellectual, was cited as an instance 
in point. Miss Bartlett described her as 
possessing ‘‘a soul of radiant purity and 
loveliness; certainly not at all unhappy, 
and yet of her the words ‘ poor child’ are 
spoken.” 

‘‘ A celebrated chemist,’’ said the speaker, 
‘‘was blinded by an explosion of gas. He 
asked his friends to kill him, but he lived 
and learned to love to live, even without 
his sight. For life must live and the soul 
must sail over seas of delightful discoveries 
if we let it. The soul can make a heaven 
of hell or a hell of heaven.

“Some there are among us who see not 
the nobleness of human faces because of the 
cataract of suspicion that blinds us, me 
cannot see God, for that is the privilege 
only of the pure in heart. To such as these 
music is but a sound, not @ message to the 
soul; poetry is but fect and, measure, not 
an inspiration. 

‘' The crippled feet,’’ continued Miss Bart- 
lett, “‘are those that tend to cripple the 
soul; the palsied hands are those that do 
no service for the soul; the blind are those 
who see no beauty save in self. The best 
sermons are those that are preached in 
every day lives with our eyes wide open to 
the beauties of nature and our hearts at- 
tuned to the glory of God. 

**Tf we could but go out into the woods, 
God's first temples, not to bring back some- 
thing from them, but to worship there, 
we would be far less blind. If we could but 
hear the song of a bird without wanting to 
shoot it or put it in a cage or wear it in our 
hat, then would we be beginning to see. 

“We must try to forget that we are all 
that is beautiful on earth and to remember 
that all things are beautiful in their place. 
A child stands beside a pool in which a 
goldfish darts hither and thither. It man- 
ages to catch the fish initshand. Whathas 
it then? A wriggling, panting, dying thing, 
There is a disappointed child and a dead fish, 
yet both were beautiful in their place, 

* We have not the wit to see things as they 
are,”’ said the preacher, ‘“ We magnify our 
ills. We are so selfish. I knew of a man 
80 sadly troubled with insomnia that he 
was giad to try to put the baby to sleep 
just by way of occupation, and before the 
little one was quie the would-be sooth- 
er’s troubles were of such a different kind 
that he was perfectly cured.’’ 

Miss Bartlett described the prettiest pict- 
ure she ever saw as follows: 

‘‘ A French laboring-man, in a blouse, two 
children with him. By the roadside he 
stopped and stooped to pick a flower from 
the ditch, He handed it up to the older 
child with a smile. She took it tenderly in 
both hands and gave it to the younger. I 
was never so impressed. 

“It was a common laborer, two 4irty 
children, and a common flower. When will 
we learn that the sweetest and tenderest 
things of earth are thé commonplace things? 
Any man will admire a picture that cost 
$100,000 and is mounted in a beautiful frame. 
Yet there are just as beautiful scenes on 
every hand if we were not blind. 


pays us tribute. Selfishness is so preémi- 
nent. We are blind only to things that 
touch us close at home, like the boy who 
was out in a boat with his father. ‘ Ikey,’ 
said the father, ‘ the boat is leaking.’ ‘ Never 
mind, fader,’ answered Ikey, ‘it don’t be- 
long to us.’ ” 

Miss Bartlett pleaded for what the as- 
tronomers call ‘‘the personal equation,”’ 
for which they make an allowance in all 
their calculations. It is the fault in human 
eyesight. 

“We all have such a fault and should 
make allowance for it, and, above all,”’ said 
she, ‘“‘ we must try and believe that life is 
truly blessed, not for what we get, but for 
what we give; not for what we grasp and 
hold, but for what we share with others. 
Until we reach this point we had best be 
beggars by the roadside with blind Barti- 
meus, and ask the Savior to have mercy 
upon us.’’

The vitascope can reproduce photographs 
in colors and does so on occasion. One of 
the best pictures of this kind is that of two 
girls dancing. One of them holds a big,-red 
parasol. They dance in perfect time and 
their movements are graceful and pleasing: 
The girl with .ae parasol suddenly drops it 
in front of them both, and when s‘1e raises it 
an instant later two heads are seen but 
only one body and one pair of legs. One 
has jumped upon the back of the other, who 
keeps up the dance and gives a very clever 
imitation of the two-headed girl. 

The cinematographe has been exhibited in 
every country in Europe, although it was 
first shown to the public on Christmgs day, 
1895. It was brought to this country last 
June. The vitascope has never been shown 
abroad, but it will be taken to Paris and 
London this year.

I was a traveling man as far back fg 1849 ; 
& cooper in New York. I originated putting 
in.a double amount of steel in coopers’ 
shaves, and by stamping the word “ Extra ” 
we sold them for 25 cents each more than 
the regular tools. All regular shaves have 
the same amouht of steel. At times we ran 
out of the extras; then he would look over 
the regular tools, and when he found one 
on which the steel showed up more than 
on the others he would put it on one side. 
‘When he had enough to fill his daily wants 
he would send the lot down to the forging 
shop, and I went with him many times. He 
would ‘hold the “Extra” stamp, I would 
hit it, and 25 cents was made on each tool. 
Now, what I want té know is, did the stamp 
make the tools any more valuable? Every- 
body will admit it did not. In the same way, 
when the government puts its stamp on the 
dollar and says “In God we trust,” so said 
the cooper, “In God I trust,” but he found 
Out the way in so doing to cheat. Now, in 
silver I cannot see where the 16 to 1 would 
benefit any one but the mine owner—it sure- 
Jy cannot benefit the laboring man or the 
farmer. Granting all Bryan or any of his 
followers says about the advance of silver, 
can he or any one give a reasonable argu- 
ment that it will benefit any one but the 
'-mine owners? Bryan says if silver was 
pat back to where it was before it 
was demonetized it would advance to 
~ $1.29, but this is false, as everything 
eince the beginning of the civilized world 
is against it. Take for the argument the 
fron business of the United States, and how 
many times. have the mills tried to make 
advances by closing down pArt, at least, of 
the mills. By so doing an advance came, 
but as soon as the mills commenced running 
again down went the price. Now, I believe 
if you put all the silver mines in operation 
and the mint running on unlimited time 
coining silver dollars by the millions silver 
‘would go down and with it silver dollars. 
If you should buy 1,000 silver dollars and 
melt them down into bulion how much would 


commodity. It is clearly apparent that do- 
ing business on such a fiuctuating basis 
would be anything but pleasant to the busi- 
ness-man. With the dollar which measures 
the price of his commodities sliding up and 
down alternately, but downward generally, 
it occurs that his clerical force would be 
engaged a great part of the time in remark- 
ing the price of his goods, and manufactur- 
ers would find it a great convenience to the 
merchant to paste on the goods a very large 
label or bulletin, on which he might find 
room to mark the many changes in prices 
constantly occurring. 

The laboring man’s wife who received at 
the end of the month $20 of her husband's 
wages with which to buy groceries for the 
family for the following month would find, 
perhaps, that although she had $20 in name 
she had only $15.40 in fact, or 23 per cent 
less than what she or he thought they had. 
It will be seen from the above table for the 
year 1893 that the dollar dropped in intrinsic 
value from 65 cents to 50 cents, making a 
change of about 23 per cent. It may be 
said that it is not fair to take the year 1893 
as an example, as that was the year Congress 
stopped the further purchase.of silver un- 
der the Sherman act. Let us, then, take the 
year 1890, when the Sherman bill was passed, 
which compelled the United States. Treas- 
urer to purchase 4,500,000 ounces of silver 
per month. We find during that year it 
dropped from 92 cents, the highest price, to 
74 cents, the lowest price, which is a dif- 
ference of 18 cents, or very nearly 20 per 
cent. 

Can it not be plainly and easily seen that 
great hardships and uncertainties would in- 
evitably result if contracts,. credits, wages, 
salaries, and the products of labor were 
based on such unstable, shortening, and 
lengthening money? 

To my mind there is nothing which would 
more clearly illustrate the difference be- 
tween the advantages of our present stand- 
ard and the silver standard than the differ- 
ence between a stationary post and the 
shadow which it casts. This object lesson 
can be seen any day on any of our streets, 
and can be understood even by the children 
in attendance at a kindergarten school. Let 
the post represent the gold standard and 
the shadow which it casts the silver stand- 
ard. While the post may shrink and swell 
a little by the changes in the weather from 
heat to cold. yet it is substantially the same 
in length. Now look at the shadow which 
it casts. At a certain time in the day the 
post and the shadow will be exactly the 
same length. A little later in the day it 
will be shorter, and yet a little later it will 
be still shorter; and a little latér it will ve 
longer, and continue to grow longer until 
the sun disappears for the day. If it pre- 
sented each day exactly the same fluctua- 
tions we might, by a careful system of meas- 
urements, figure out a scale by which, after 
a fasnion, we could base a reasonably sat- 
isfactory system of prices upon the ever- 
changing shadow as our unit of measure- 
ment. But even this regularity in the 
changing length of the shadow each day Is 
not left to us. As the season changes the 


many new business enterprises. With confi- 
dence restored to some extent and with de- 
clining interest rates for money a good many 
of the projects which have been sleeping 
are likely to awaken once more. 
The gold reserve has been gradually grow- 
ing and it now stands at $124,000,000, with 
enough gold in the country that is likely to 
be deposited to bring the total amount up to 
$130,000,000, There has been received aito- 
gether and contracted for in the neighbor- 
hood of $45,000,000. The larger part of the 
amount that has been received has already 
gone into the Subtreasuries in New York and 
in other cities. It is hot considered probable 
the shipments of gold will keep up at the 
same rate in the future they have in the 
last few weeks. The exports of products 
of this country have shown some falling off. 


Bills Sold in Advance. 


Bills were sold in advance against much 
of the exportation which had been counted 
upon. This had its effect upon foreign ex- 
change, and the free offering of bills caused 
exchange to drop to a lower point than it 
had been in months. The bills have been 
largely cleared up now, and as a result ster- 
ling rates have advanced almost two cents 
from the low quotation of last month. The 
advance in sterling rates has its effect upon 
gold importations. Unless. exchange rates 
decline from present figures there is not 
much probability of further importations of 
gold in any considerable quantities. 

The reports of 125 railroads show gains of 
$3,409,000 in net earnings for the _ eight 
months ending July 31, while for the month 
of July the earnings of the same roads 
showed a gain of only $268,961. Rate cutting 
has had a serious effect upon the net earn- 
ings of the roads. There has been but little 
if any increase in the amount of freight car- 
ried, and the decrease in rates has resulted 
in a considerable falling off in revenues. 

In January the average price of twenty 
active stocks on the New York Stock Ex- 
change was 49.10. Feb. 24 the same stocks 
averaged 56.79. On June 10 the average 
price was 51.89, and on July 17,.the day of 
McKinley’s nomination, they advanced to 
55.26. On Aug. 8, following Bryan’s nom- 
ination, they had declined to 41.82. There 
was an advance in the same stocks on Sept. 
20 to 50.21. The security market is already 
feeling the effects of a discount of Bryan’s 
defeat. ; 

The local situation continues to improve 
slowly. Money is easier now than f has 
been in some time, and merchants find little 
difficulty in making commercial loans. De- 
posits in the banks, particularly in savings 
banks, have been increasing. Local securi- 
ties are stronger, and in every way the con- 
ditions are reflecting the feeling of confi- 
dence which is becoming more manifest 
every day. The Stock Exchange has not re- 
opened, and it is not likely to be reopened 
before the election. The fact that it is closed 
is probably responsible for some of the im- 
provement shown in local conditions. 


Jobbers More Buoyant. 
- Wholesale markets, generally, showed an 


pointing to further strength in wheat. Brad- 
street’s report of 4,215,794 bu exported from 
both coasts during the week, against 3,930,- 
000 bu the previous week and 2,613,000 bu 
for the same week a year ago, presented an 
outflow of grdin that cannot be explained 
away or ignored. It speaks more potently 
than any reports of damage in foreign coun- 
tries. With the wheat flowing out in that 
quantity it is an easy matter for the bulls 
to figure out a prospective shortage in this 
country, and on an advancing market and 
an appreciation in: prices running into the 
millions it means that the gold is actually 
at present returning for products sold into 
American pockets. 

Liverpool stock statements showed that 
there was scarcely enough wheat there to 
last over two weeks, and the foreign mar- 
kets were thrown into a state of tremor 
by reports from India saying that the crop 
was damaged to the famine point by drought, 
and it was feared the rain-bearing winds 
would not materialize soon enough to do 
anything for the crop. Wheat in London sold 
at the highest price there recorded since 
1891. With Russia short of acrop, Argentina 
in the same way, and America with none too 
large a surplus to spare, the Indian news 
was a very effectual influence on the bull 
side. However, some of the old Camapgieners 
on ’Change, who have gone through Similar 
circumstances before, assert that this ad- 
vance had has been too rapid to be heaith- 
ful, and while many of them believe wheat 
is worth more money they are shy of the 
sensational features. 

Wheat Turns Back at 70 Cents. 


Seventy cents appeared to be a good point 
for a rest, and evidently many longs had 
fixed upon that as the maximum of a nor- 
mal advance, for there was enormous realiz- 
ing around that figure. However, bulls like 
William T. Baker are talking 80-cent and 
dollar wheat, and set up an array of statis- 
tics that is startling, but it is difficult to 
convince a trade that has been educated for 
two years to think wheat cannot get above 
7Wc and stay there for any length of time 
that any kind of statistics count for much in 
wheat. 

It was admitted even by some of the rad- 
ical bulls that the news on their side was a 
trifle overworked. For instance, the San 
irancisco advices of shipments to Calcutta. 
That was like shipping wheat from London 
to New York. Some of the trade said it was 
absurd when they first heard of it, andinthe 
end it proved to be in the extremly doubtful 
list. The visible supply decrease at the be- 
ginning of the week was so Startling that in 
spite of all explanations the impression was 
left in the minds of a large quota of the 
trade that figures were being worked some- 
what. Today will doubtless show whether 
such suspicions were true. Those bulls who 
have argued, and with the truth on their 
side, that the present advance I{s legitimate, 
because it was started from the cash end, 
and that the cash situation continues to be 
as strong if not stronger than the specula- 
tive side, assert that any news originated

For years attention has been given to the 
best methods and appliances for. the produc- 
tion of food, but the methods and appliances 
for the preparation of food and their ulti- 
mate benefit to man have been entirely over- 
looked. — 

The‘ advance step in progress now calls for 
this, and an introductory work has beer be- 
gun through the efforts of the Domestic 
Science cOmmittee, which is comprfsed of 
Mrs. Henry M. Dunlap, Chairman; Mrs. 
John M. Palmer, and Mr. L. H. Coleman 
with Miss Emima C. Sickels, Secretary and 
Organizer of the National Domestic Science 
Aé¢sociation. 

Although the time and means were limit- 
ed for this beginning, an exhibit is made of 
many of the most improved cooking utensils 
and appliances. From 9:30 to 10:30 in the 
morning and from 2 to 3 in the afternoon 
practice cooking classes are conducted 
daily.

~The attention of newspaper readers has 
been directed several times of late to various 
inquiries from correspondents as to whether 
gold contracts are valid, and whether the 
courts have as yet clearly passed upon the 
question. A review of the recent explicit 
decision of our own Supreme Court, definite- 
ly settling this matter, is hence not untimely.

Text of the Decision. 

In the case of Belford vs. Woodward, 158 
IlL, page 122, wherein Justice Magruder de- 
livered the opinion, the court says: 

*“ Before the decision in McGoon vs. Shirk, 
64 Ill., 408, this court had held that, under 
the acts of Congress of Feb. 25, 1862, and 
July 11, 1862, known as the * legal tender 
acts,’ a note or contract for the payment of 
@ sum of money specifically in gold could 
be discharged by the payment of the same 
gum in legal tender notes, and that, in a suit 
upon such a note or contract, judgment 
could be entered up for the amount due upon 
the face of the instrument, and that the

Doctrine of Constitutionality. 


“Subsequently the legal tender cases 
(Knox vs. Lee apd Parker vs. Davis, 
312 Wall, 457) overruled the case of 
Hepburn vs. Griswold, supra, so far 
as it held the legal tender acts to be un- 
constitutional as applied to contracts made | 
before the passage of those acts, and, by 
consequence, the decisions in 58 Iilinois, 
also so holding, were rendered nugatory as 
authorities upon that point. The legal 
tender cases, 12 Wall, 457, held that the legal 
tender ‘acts were constitutional as applied 
to contracts made béfore, as well as to con- 
tracts made after, the passage of those acts, 
but we do not understand that the decision 
in the legal tender cases, so-called, over- 
ruled the cases of Bronson vs. Rodes and 
Butler vs. Horwitz. : 

* The legal tender cases decided that con- 
tracts payalje in money, whether made be- 
fore or after the passage of the legal tender 
acts, could be discharged by the tender of 
United States Treasury notes, popularly 
known as ‘ greenbacks,’ but they did not de- 
cide that contracts specifically payable in 
gold and silver coin could not be enforced 


The decision in those cases recagnizes two 
kinds of money as legal tender in the pay- } 
ment of debts; first, gold and silver coin; 
second, Treasury notes miade legal tender 
by act of Congress. It was therein held that 
all debts which the contract of the parties 
cid not make payable in coin could be dis- 
charged in legal tender notes, but the right 
to make and enforce contracts for payment 
in coin was not denied. Mr. Justice Strong
